He also detected 
peculiar conditions in the blood itself. 
During the year that has passed since 
he "first discovered these elements, M. 
Laveran has examined the blood in 192 pa­ 
tients affected with various symptoms of 
malsrial disease, aud has found the organ­ 
isms in ISO of them, snd he has convinced 
himself by numerous and repeated obeer- 
vations that they are not found in the blood 
of persons suffering from diseases that are 
not of malarial origin. In general, the 
parasitic bodies were found in the blood 
only at certain times, a little before and at 
the moment of the accession of the fever • 
and they rapidly disappeared under the 
influence of a quinine treatment. The ail- 
dition of a minute quantity of a dilute so­ 
lution of sulphate of quinine to a drop of 
blood sufficed to destroy the organisms. 
M. Laveran believes that the absence of 
the orgsjusms in most of the caseB (only 
twelve in the whole 192) in which be failed 
to find them was due to the patients hav­ 
ing undergone a coarse of treatment with 
quinine.

COLOR IN DRESS. 
We frequently hear it remarked that 
people never look so well as in blac*r , 
that, although it is not desirable that all 
the world should lay bright colors by, 
nothing is so becoming as black to the in­ 
dividual wearer. 
It is quite true that 
black, being negative, does not jurer with 
complexions of any tint, and, well re­ 
lieved with white, forms the simplest ar­ 
rangement of light and shade we can com­ 
mand. To the fair-skinned European races, 
indeed, black and white dress is naturally 
becoming; for the delicate tones of the 
skin form a middle tint between the two. 
On the other hand, if we come upon a negro 
dressed in black, the features and the 
pupils of the eyes, which we wish particu* 
iarly to see, have vanished ; we cannot get 
rid of the whites of the eyes, which are 
forced into startling and unpleasant for­ 
wardness, and which, nnder a normal state 
of circumstances, are intended °nly 
hance the dark pupil and iris. A light 
dress, which brings out the dark features 
and tones down the white of the eye, is 
the proper wear for dark races. In fair 
races the rule—with individual excep­ 
tions, of course—is that the dark ey® 
harmonizes the fair skin with the dark 
dress, or is a telling point of color when 
a light dress is worn. 
To my mind 
people of beautiful coloring—not at all UU" 
common in England—look best attired with 
equal attention to the tinting and the light 
and shade of the complexion ; but the et- 
feet can never be complete without the me­ 
diation of some neutral color—white is best 
—between the face and the hands and the 
dress. The white may be slightly toned, 
like old lace. We want the suggestion of 
clean linen as well as the actual color of 
the white. For most people pure white 
linen and muslin look better than anything 
else. A very pale dress often looks better 
for the accentuation of a dark color, though 
sometimes the hair and eyes of the wearer 
are enough for the darkest tone. Dressing, 
in truth, is much like composing a picture, 
atid as we are not all artists, we are not all 
happily attired. It must be owned, too, 
that we have to contend with a good many 
unfavorable circumstances, and that we are 
ill placed for knowing what is right, much 
less for doing it. All qualities—of color, 
light and Bhade, and form—are beautifully 
perfected in the peasant costume of various 
countries—a result, no doubt, of centuries 
of elaboration.

PRACTICAL, IF KOT FASHIONABLE. 
For pretty and practical short walking- 
dresses the costumes of country people 
might often be considered with advantage. 
All peasant women—but perhaps most 
notably the Swiss and Italian conladinr, 
who require the greatest esse of dress for 
their labors in the fields—get rid of belts 
and galling strings round the waist by 
wearing their Bkirts firmly stitched to tho 
hue'¿no, a sleeveless bodice with shoulder- 
straps. By this means they carry the 
weight of their skirts from the shonlders, 
and also secare perfect play to the arms, 
because the sleeves—those of the shirt— 
are independent of the bodice of the dress, 
and can be cut with a wider scoop in the 
arm-hole. Take, for instance, the costume 
of the women of Sorrento, of the Traste, 
vere, or of the Abrazzi. They wear first a 
coarse white linen shirt fulled into a round 
or square hand around the collar-bones, and 
often ornamented with coarse lace or needle­ 
work edgiog and insertion worked in with 
the weft of the fabric. These shirts are often 
heirlooms, woven by the hand of grandmoth. 
era and great-grandmothers, and aro made 
even now by hand. The sleeves of the 
shirt should be set in full to the yoke—or, 
if the shirt be high, to the shoulder-piece 
—at the shoulder, and gathered into a band 
again at or below the elbow. No shape 
will ever be invented better anited to set 
off the curves of the femslo figure. Over 
their rhirt these peasant women carry one 
petticoat of coarse woollen stuff, orna­ 
mented perhaps aronnd the bottom with 
an arabesque border with plain rows of col­ 
ored braids ; and on to this skirt is sewn 
the low bustino, of different colored stuff, 
lacing np in front. Bands cross from back 
to front of this bodice over the shoulders, 
supporting tho weight of the skirt.

R a fíd Steam N av ig ation.—The ques­ 
tion of increasing materially the speed of 
ocean steamships is now exciting consider­ 
able interest in the oommercial world. 
Some time ago M. Raoul Pictet, the well, 
known French chemist, undertook st Ge­ 
neva the construction of an experimental 
vessel, which was to mark a great stride 
forward in rapid sailing. Very little it 
known of hia plans, bat the mathe­ 
matical and physical 
principles in* 
volved in the construction of the new ship 
were rcoently brought before the French 
Academy. The vessel will be broad and 
comparatively flat, and the bottom will 
constantly receive an upward thrust, tend­ 
ing to raise it out of the water, and dim ic 
ishing the draught of water in proportion 
as the speed increases. It will be under­ 
stood that, beyond a certain velocity, on 
account of the considerable increase of 
work expended with this velocity, there 
may be tome advantage in a vertical thrust 
diminishing the draught; the benefit will 
be represented by the difference between 
the excess of work expended to keep up 
this thm it and the diminution of work re­ 
sulting from diminution of the immersed 
surface. M. Pictet calculates that speeds 
of fifty to sixty kilometers (thirty to thirty- 
seven miles) an hour may be got thus. 
At present the average does not exceed 
eighteen kilometers, or thirteen miles per 
hour.

It is more probable, however, that Con­ 
gress will shrink from spending the money 
in this way, and that it will prefer some 
quicker plan for acquiring the means of de­ 
fense.

against American productions. This con­ 
dition of over-production is now upon the 
country, and the consequence is that many 
manufacturers have shortened their hours 
of production, or diminished their working 
force, while they cannot dispose freely of 
even their limited supply. It is at such 
a time that it is thought judicious to inau­ 
gurate strikes. 
There is no warrant for 
any demand for increased wages, and there 
is no possibility of getting such a demand 
recognized. The only resalt of strikes io 
a slack period can be to justify manufact­ 
urers in closing their mills and putting out 
their forges, and all the strikers can expect 
is a complete loss of employment. 
The 
fact that these strikes are nowadays all 
conducted systematically renders the folly 
of them all the greater, for it might he 
thought that the leaders of the working­ 
men at least would have taken some pains 
to find out whether there was any prospect 
of success before they gave the word to 
demand an increase of wages. 
The unions, however, appear utterly in­ 
capable of thinking for themselves. They 
proceed as blindly as if they really sup­ 
posed that there was no connection what­ 
ever between the state of trade and the 
wages question. And they exhibit a phe­ 
nomenal inability to grasp their own in­ 
terests. They are mo3t unbusinesslike in 
their methods. They strike precisely when 
employers can stand it best, and when 
they would just as soon suspend work as 
not. Of course it is not possible for such 
ill-timed movements to succeed. Every 
day spent in idleness by the men weakens 
them ; hut when trade is dull, every day 
of suspension may be a positive gain to the 
employers. The latter can stand this kiad 
of a strike very much longer than the men 
can, and the chances are ninety-nine to one 
that the latter will be compelled eventually 
to return to work at the old rates, having 
simply squandered all their earnings in a 
useless effort. It is really pitiful to see 
organization and funds together worse than 
wasted in this way. Whilo this foolish 
policy eudures the unions can only injure 
the men who belong to them. They have 
a right to insist that their leaders shall 
understand their business better, aud that 
they shall possess some practical knowl­ 
edge of political economy. 
Instead of strength lying in union, 
when it is employed in this fashion weak­ 
ness results from it. Union must be di­ 
rected by intelligence before it can really 
serve the cause of labor. Strikes which 
are hopless from the start, because they 
are at once unreasonable and ill-timed, can 
merely bring the labor organizations into 
discredit. To he successful a labor strike 
must he properly timed, and it must have 
a basis of j ustice, W hen trade is active 
and prices are high aud contracts and 
orders are showering in, the workmen 
possess a leverage upon the employers 
which can usually be made to secure their 
ends. W hen trade is flourishing they can 
demand an increase of wages with justice, 
and then their organization will stand 
them in good stead. But what is the use 
of trying to make employers pay higher 
wages exactly at the moment when they 
are least able to do so ? The only effect of 
snch a demand is to force them to con­ 
sider whether a temporary stoppage of 
work would not be a good thing. They do 
not yield because they have no important 
interests at stake. They are indifferent 
whether they go on or suspend, and there­ 
fore the men have no leverage upon them. 
Bat it appears that just at this time the 
unious have in many cases also undertaken 
to exhibit an absurd insistance apon their 
rules and regulations. Several strikes have 
occurred, not for higher wages, hut merely 
became employers discharged union men, 
or because they would not allow strangers 
from the union to interfere with the work. 
These are exhibitions of authority which 
are so despotic as to be improper under 
any circumstances, but specially imprudent 
under existing circumstances. For it is 
not at a time when employers would as 
soon discharge all their hands as not, that 
the latter can afford to put on airs, and 
display the arrogance of authority in their 
shops. All Buch displays are indeed fool­ 
ish, but they are particularly so in dull 
times. They result in alienating sympathy 
from the strikers, they weaken the 
unions, and they breed bad feeling 
between 
the 
employers 
and 
the 
employed. 
All 
the 
strikes 
of 
this spring have been ill judged, and so far 
as wo have observed, none of them have 
been or promise to he successful. The 
reason of this we have pointed out, and 
the only surprising fact about the matter 
is that it should not have been obvious to 
the men themselves. 
Nothing indeed 
conld have blinded them to the truth but 
the existence in their mind of a mischiev­ 
ous and altogether unwarranted suspicion 
that those who would have given them 
honest and wholesome advice were not in 
sympathy with them. 
Past experience 
however ought to have convinced íhem 
that no strikes can succeed which' are 
made upon a falling market.

Tnr. discovery of fine streaks on the faca of the 
planet Mars leads some astronomers to suggest that 
they may represent great engineering works, on a 
scale unknown to denizens of this globe. 


The long-emoldering Egyptian difficulty 
appears to be on the point of flaming out 
into a eerioua matter. The Chamber of 
Notables, which is a kind of make-believe 
Parliament, has been taken possession of by 
Arabi Bey and his faction, and the Khe­ 
dive is threatened with dethronement. It 
is a complicated and not very intelligible 
affair. The so-called “ National Party ” is 
really nothing of the kind, the actual 
Egyptian people having no politics, and 
desiring nothing but to escape the rapacity 
of the tax collector. Their interests indeed 
cannot be said to be with Arabi Bey, whose 
faction insists upon a thoroughly auton­ 
omous government, untrammeled by Euro­ 
pean interference. Now this programme 
may sound very tine to outsiders, but the 
fellahs know well enough that they have 
never been bo well treated as since the 
English financier^ administered the revenue 
department, and that a purely Egyptian 
Government means, for them, a reversion 
to the old-fashionsd methods of unlimited 
taxation, extortion and abnse. 
Arabi 
Bey and his party have the army with 
them, but the Egyptian army is not 
formidable save to its friends. It is 
no doubt capable of murdering the 
Khedive and his friends, and sacking 
Cairo and Alexandria, bnt it wonld not 
stand for half an hour against a French or 
English naval or military contingent. The 
real embarrassment of all the plotting and 
intriguing that has been going on in Egypt 
of late consists in the external conse­ 
quences which a genuine revolution there 
may lead to. Neither France nor England 
are ambitious to exercise their protector­ 
ate, if the National party will keep quiet; 
but if it will not keep quiet it will be 
necessary to send troops to Egypt, and 
then it is always possible that the reopen­ 
ing of the whole Eastern question may be 
involved. The present indications are 
that France will not interfere, but will 
throw the entire responsibility upon Eng- 


It is very strange how circumstances 
alter cases. The executive session of the 
United States Senate on Tuesday was 
wholly occupied by a discussion of the 
nomination of W orthington as Collector of 
Customs at Boston. Tr.e remarkable fact 
about this discussion was that all the Mas­ 
sachusetts Senators were strongly and most 
emphatically opposed to the nomination. 
Now we have never, as our readers very 
well know, held to the doctrine that the 
Senators 
and Representatives of any 
State ought to control its patronage. On 
the contrary, we have always contended 
that the Executive had a perfect right, 
under the Constitution to make Fede­ 
ral appointments 
upon his 
individ­ 
ual judgment, and that the doctrine of 
Senatorial control was unconstitutional. 
But we control forget that a year ago 
Messrs. Conkiing and Pratt resigned their 
places io the Senate because President 
Garfield had undertaken to appoint a Col­ 
lector of New York without consulting 
them ; and that the gentleman who now 
occupies the Executive office, at that time 
Vice-President, went to Albany to help his 
friend Conkiing in hia strenuous efforts 
to obtain a “ vindication” from the Legis­ 
lature. The curiosity of the case con­ 
sists in the obvious fact that President 
A rthur to-day occupies exactly the same 
position in regard to the Boston Collector- 
ship which President Garfield held a year 
ago in relation to the New* York Collector- 
ship. We do not know how’ the “ Stal­ 
warts ” explain this remarkable revolution 
in the President’s views, but it would be 
interesting to know how Mr. Conkiing 
regards the attitude of Messrs. Dawes, 
Hoar, Williams, and George, and especially 
whether he considera that the President 
is within his rights in nominating Mr. 
W orthington against the opposition of the 
Massachusetts Senators and Representa­ 
tives. It is true that there is another 
element in this case, which separates it from 
the IPjbgrtson case. W orthington, the 
man who ha3 been nominated, is the pub­ 
lisher of a paper w’hich for many years has 
been a most violent opponent of reform 
in the civil service, and an equally 
violent upholder of “ machine ” politic?. 
In short he is to the 
“ m achine” 
politician class what 
the 
late 
M. 
Venillant was to the Roman Catholics 
generally ; an Ultramontane, that is to 
say, of the most pronounced variety. 
The selection of such a man for such a posi­ 
tion therefore may secin to warrant the 
objection of the Maassachusetts .Senators 
aud Representatives, to the effect that 
“ he would be likely to use the patronage 
“ of the Custom House for merely partisan 
“ purposes.” If they said that he would 
be certain to do this, probably they would 
not be amenable to the charge of exag 
geration, under the circumstances. W hat 
the qualiticatiou8 of the nominee are sup­ 
posed to be by the President, beyond his 
extravagant fondness for corrupt methods 
of government, has not appeared. 
The 
present indications are that the Senate will 
confirm the Domination, however, thus 
creating a fresh precedent for the breaking 
down of the doctrine of Congressional con­ 
trol of the patronage. As to what the 
moral of the affair may be, we leave 
that to be discovered by our readers. 
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MEXICAN HELP IN INDIAN WARS. 
The recent brilliant success of the plan by 
which Colonel Forsythe drove the Apaches 
into an ambush set by the Mexican troops, 
has suggested the wisdom of a perma­ 
nent alliance upon the same basis. It ap­ 
pears to have been perceived by some 
thoughtful military person that inasmuch 
as the Mexican troops are a kind of cheap 
material, and the United States troops are 
very costly, an arrangement which adm it­ 
ted of the regular employment of the lat­ 
ter as hunters, and of the former as fight­ 
ers and targets, would be extremely advan­ 
tageous to the United States. 
As the 
Apaches live in Arizona, and as they are 
sure to head for Mexico whenever they 
have perpetrated a fresh massacre, the 
Federal troop3 under the new plan would 
always have the pleasant and safe duty of 
chasing them a long way in the rear, and 
the Mexicans would always have the 
arduous business of catching and killing 
them. In the late affair in Mexico some 
fifty or sixty Mexican soldiers were killed 
and wounded. It is evident that we could 
not afford to lose as many United .States 
troops as that. It is therefore eminently 
desirable that the Mexicans should have 
the post of danger, and perhaps the more 
particularly because they have shown some 
capacity for dealing with the Apaches at 
close quarters, whereas our gallant defend­ 
ers seem never able to catch up with 
them, though no doubt they ride as hard 
as they can. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 
They have adopted quite a Millennial 
platform in the Pennsylvania Republican 
State Convention. There is to be no more 
abuse of patronage; no more political 
assessments ; no more dismissals save for 
cause; no more “ machine” politics. The 
Cameron clan and the Independents have 
struck hands—on the lines of a fair division 
of the spoils. The regeneration of Pennsyl­ 
vania politics has been assured in this re­ 
markable manner. 
The Independents, 
who were pining for reform, have cheer­ 
fully accepted Don Cameron’s solemn as­ 
sertion that there is nothing for which he 
himself has been yearning so intensely. 
On condition that they are to have “ a fair 
“ proportion” p i, not only the State offi* 
cos, but the Federal patronage, these 
singular reformers have rejoined the party, 
and now the organization proceeds to enter 
the campaign without the least schism in 
its ranks. 
There is only one thing about 
which any lingering doubt seems to exist, 
and that is whether the Pennsylvania In­ 
dependents who do not want offices, but 
who have long been heartily tired of the 
L'ameronian rule, will sufficiently appreciate 
the beauties of this touching reconciliation 
to vote the straight ticket at the polls. If 
they should not, the wonderful Millennial 
platform will come to grief, with all who 
occupy i t .___________ __ 


BRIEF SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
There is a score of California wheat ves­ 
sels overdue at European ports. 
The City and County Physician has dur­ 
ing the past few days vaccinated all the in­ 
mates of the County Jail. 
The California State Homeopathic Medi­ 
cal Society, in session for the past few 
days, adjourned \\ edneeday for six mouths. 
For the first ten days of the month, 
thirteen vessels were cleared from this port, 
and all of them have sailed except four. * 
One hundred and nineteen births were 
registered at the Health-Office last month, 
65 males aud 54 females, and there were 
401 deaths recorded daring the same time. 
There is still a complaint of a great scar­ 
city of able-bodied seamen in this port. 
Many vessels lie at anchor in the harbor 
much longer than necessary, were they not 
crippled for want of men. It appears that 
many men who would make good sailors 
are employed on the different railroads in 
coarse of construction on the coast. 
The arrival of through passengers by the 
Central and Southern Pacific Railroads in 
April compare as follows with the same 
month last year; Arrivals, 18S1, 3,83C; 
1882, 5,427; departures, 1881, 2,784; 
1882. 3,442; totals—18S1, 6,620; 18S2, 
8,869. The figures for this year show large 
gains to our population as well as to the 
revenue of the railroad people.

l ulled Stales Senate. 
W ashington, M ay 11th.—The bill for in­ 
termediate Appelate Court* was farther 
di«cu&*ed by George. 
Jones of Florida moved an amendment 
providing mainly for the preservation of the 
right of appeal from a District Court to a 
Circuit Court, as at present. 
Morgan explained, by reference to existing 
law*, that the bill entirely cut off appeals 
and writs of error to the Supreme Court from 
('¡rcait Court*, an to any sum from $50 to 
$500. No Bar of the South or West had 
a*kdd for the measure, but he did not won­ 
der. The New York Bar had been heard 
upon its behalf, because it was a bill in the 
interest of the creditor as against the debtor 
cl as*. He said it had been bruited about on 
the floor that the President of the United 
Stites had committed himself, in the event 
of the passage of the bill, to appoint a num­ 
ber of Democrats to the new Judgeships. He 
(Morgan) ppurned such overtures, and was 
not to be seduced from his duty by such [ap­ 
peals to his party fealty. 
Daves and Ingalls here interrupted and 
criticised the statement just made, the 
former asserting that those who had beep the 
organs of any negotiation with the President 
of the kind indicated by Morgan, and those 
who had been parties to it, deserved to be 
impeached by the Senate. 
The amendment of Jones of Florida was 
rejected —yeas 22, nays 22—and several 
amendments offered by George and Morgan 
were lost by nearly the same vote, the Demo­ 
crats voting aye ai.il the Republicans, with 
Davis of Illinois, in the negative. 
An amendment was adopte 1, on motion of 
Davis of Illinois, providing more explicitly 
that the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
shall Ije neither enlarged nor abridged by the 
bill.After au ineffectual effort to dispose of the 
bill, unanimous consent was secured for a 
final vote upon it to morrow. 
The conference report on the Indian ap­ 
propriation bill was submitted. The total 
has been reduced by the conference $455,266. 
The report was concurred in, and the bill 
passed. 
Adjourned. 
House of Representatives. 
W ashington, May 11th.—Sherman, from 
the Committee ou Education and Labor, re­ 
ported a bill to aid in the support of common 
schools. [It provides that for the next five 
years there shall be annually appropriated a 
common school fund of $10,000,000 to aid in 
the support of free common schools, appor­ 
tion to the several States and Territories ac­ 
cording to the number of their illiterate pop­ 
ulation over 10 years of ag*. An amount not 
exceeding 5 per cent, of the sum apportioned 
may be used for the education of teachers in 
public schools.] 
Rice, from the Committee on Public Lancs, 
reported back adversely the bill to i horten to 
two years the period required for homestead­ 
ing. Laid on the table. 
The House then resumed consideration of 
tie Geneva Award bill. 
After discussion the previous question was 
ordered, but without further action the mat­ 
ter went over. 
Steele of Indiana, from the Committee on 
Military Affairs, reported a bill authorizing 
a retired list for non-com missioned officers cf 
tho army who have served continuously for 
a period of thirty years. Referred to Com­ 
mittee of the Whole. 
The Speaker laid before the House a com­ 
munication from the Secretary of War, in 
response to the House resolution calling for 
information as to the expenditures of the 
Signal Service. Referred. [ L’he expendi­ 
tures were as follows: 1875, $155,000 ; 1876, 
$540,000; 1877, $424,000; 1878. $495.000;

The Funeral of Lord l ’avendl*b. 
L ondon, May llth .—A large crowd gath­ 
ered at St. Paneras railway station to day 
to witness the departure of the tpacial train 
carrying the mourners to Chatsworth to at­ 
tend the funeral of Lord Cavendish. Among 
them were the Prince of Wales and Duke of 
Edinburgh, representing the Queen, Glad­ 
stone, Lord Granville, Forster, the Attorney- 
General, the Postmaster-General and many 
other distinguished persons. 
One of the most conspicuous features of 
the funeral was an assemblage of 5,000 ten­ 
ants of the Duke cf Devonshire, the father 
of Lord Cavendish. 
The funeral procession started at 2 o’clock. 
The chief mourners were the Duke of Devon­ 
shire, Marquis of Hartington, Lord Edward 
Cavendish, Colonel Cavendish, a brother of 
the Duke of Devonshire, Admiral Edgerton, 
a son in-law of the Duke of Devonshire, 
Msjor Littleton, Gladstone and Lord Gran­ 
ville. The order of the procession was as 
follows: 
Hearse ; Duke of Devonshire, 
walking alone; Marquis of Hartington, 
Lord Edward Cavendish, Gladstone, Eajd 
Granville, the Speaker of the House of Com­ 
mons, members of the Cabinet and 300 mem­ 
bers of Parliament, walking four abreast. 
Ail immense crowd was present, the number 
being estimated as high as 30,000. Many 
persons were visibly affected. The coffin was 
carried by a number of tenants of the Duke 
of Devonshire. After the coffin had been 
lowered into the grave, many flowers were 
thrown upon it. Lord Spencer, at the last 
moment, decided to remain in Ireland instead 
of attending the funeral.

tend to humiliate Ireland and give aid and comfort 
to Kngland. As to the monster Burke, he had 
preyed upon the lives and liberties of his country­ 
men for many years, and had deserved death 
a thousand times at our hands ; and as 
to Lord 
Frederick 
Cavendish, 
the lineal 
descenJant of the infamous Lord Brougham, who 
hanged the gallant and patriotic MacEagan, Bishop 
of Ross, at Carrigadrohid, because he would not 
betray his country, lilt very name stinks iu the nos­ 
trils of the Irish jKiople, by tho iniquities of his 
brother, Lord Hartington, and the wholesale evic­ 
tions of his father, the Duke of Devonshire, thereby 
driviug thousands of the rightful owners of the soil 
to the poor-house, exile and death. This organiza 
lion has tolerated the \agario9 of Parnell 
and his safe treason mongers until he bus 
filled the bastiles of our country with victims of a 
useless Parliamentary agitation, which left 90,000 
persons homeless last year, and drove millions of tho 
flowei of our people to exile. This ceases to be 
harmless when a truce is made by which he himself 
and his friends are^¿*üwcJ to go free, and eighty of 
Ireland’s bravest sons are left to languish in prison, 
to be exiled or assassinated, and these men, who by 
the so-called "outrages” opened tho prism 
doors to Parnell and his friends. If England 
really wished to deal fairly by Ireland, why not 
issue a general amnesty, by which the prison doors 
would he opened aud thousands of our exiled 
brethren, who now pine in foreign lands, could re­ 
turn in safety and honor. Instead of this, (.lad- 
stone sent emissaries to the venerated head of the 
Catholic Church, who. by lies ami false representa­ 
tions, have deprived thousands of our poor perse­ 
cuted people of the comforts of religion by 
turning our altars into political platforms. 
Let us ask the people of Irtlard, nrc there 
no classes of people to be considered except farmers, 
and what avail will it be to Ireland if that selfish 
class is firmly rooted in the soil and becomes thor­ 
oughly loyal to Eng’and. We ask our friends in 
America to ponder upon our desperate circum­ 
stances ; to think of the brave and honorable people 
driven to deipair by witueesing the white bosoms of 
our women torn opon by tbe bayonets of Eng ish 
mercenaries, and our children of tender years shot 
down in the highways, while our wails of anguish 
arc stifled in blood. We arc convinced that no true 
prosperity con exist in Ireland so long as England 
i oí-sesscs her Custom houses, allowing her manu­ 
factures to pass into Ireland duty free, thereby 
le ving our Irish mechanics unemployed, and the 
enormous war tribute exacted by England taking 
away the produce of the land, thereby forcing the 
Irish people to starve. Now, fur.hermore, wc call 
upon all our brethren in America, particularly the 
advanced Nationalists, to aid, by every means within 
their power, the men who have carried out this ex 
ecution; and we hereby further declare that they 
deserve well of thaw country

I rlnic la Ireland. 
London May llth .— In the House of 
Commons to-day Harconrt, Home Secretary, 
introduced a bill for tho repression of 
crime in Ireland. 
He characterized the 
prevalence of crime there as a national dis­ 
grace, and said the time has arrived for the 
eQtire Hous? to uuite in taking steps to re­ 
press it. The case we deplore to-day is not 
solitary. Crime is the plague spot on Ire­ 
land, and I believe the Irish people desire 
it removed. It springs from cscrst societies, 
and must be extirpated. The main spring of 
crime is the expectation of impunity, which 
is only too well-founded. Tne Government 
has therefore concluded that it is necessary, 
in those places where the ordinary law is not 
observed, that special tribnuals, consisting of 
three Judges, be appointed by the Lord- 
Lieutenant to try the cases without jury. 
The judgment of the Court must be unani 
mens. An appeal can be mad-3 to the Su­ 
preme Court, the judgment of the latter to 
be by a msj >rity of the Judges. The Supreme 
Court may diminish, but cannot increase the 
severity of the sentences, and Parliament will 
be asked to provide jpecial remuneration for 
the special Judges. 
A nother C olliery Horror. 
London, May llth .—Information ia just 
received of a terrible explosion of fcre damp 
in the Pluto mine, town of Bochum, West­ 
phalia. Fifty-six dead bodies have been re­ 
covered. 
The Trouble In Egypf. 
C onstantinople, May lltb. — Prepara­ 
tions are being made whereby 30,000 men, 
chiefly from Syria, could be speedily em­ 
barked for Egypt. 
C airo, May 10i,h.—The relations between 
the Khedive and the Ministry have been sus­ 
pended. Tne latter repudiates the Khedive’s 
authority. The Khedive haj received a letter 
from the Sultan praising his conduct, and de­ 
claring that no cpprehension need be felt, as 
the Porte will immediately act in concert 
with the Powers. It is believed that the im­ 
peachment of the Khedive will be proposed 
in the Chamber of Notables, on the ground of 
his taking instructions of the Porte on in­ 
ternal autonomy.

in the winter, but owing to the incapacity 
of the flume to carry all the water and wash 
during high water (the time when the moat 
wash takes place) it has pro ved a failure, that 
is, the plan as practically carried out. We 
understand only $S ha9 been cleaned up. 
The theory, in our judgment, is correct, 
but practically the plan was a failure on 
account of the smallness of the tunnel. 
The company will not work the flume until 
after the tunnel has been sufficiently en­ 
larged to admit the flow of the entire

Second Day of the Trial of Simon Raten for 
the Murder of James Lansing. 
The trial of Simon Baten for the murder 
of James Lansing was resumed before Judge 
Denson in Department Two of the Superior 
Court at 9:30 a. m. yesterday. At the opening 
of the Court there was not ho large an attend­ 
ance as on the first day. 
“ don’t shoot.” 
Jacob Goldstein, an intelligent lad of some 
16 year-*, was the first witness of the day for 
the prosecution. On the day of the shooting 
he was on K street, between Fourth and 
Fifth. Heard the shot in front of the Inter­ 
national, and ran down that way. At Fourth 
street saw a crowd pursuing a man toward 
the alley. Ban along with it into the alley, 
diw Lansing come out of his place and go 
after the man who was running. J .ansio g 
came out of his gate and stepped over the 
alley. B *ten turuei toward him, being then 
some six feet off. Lansing .saw Baten had a 
pistol, and threw up bin hac«ls and said, 
“ Don’t shoot. ’ A second or two after, 
ani just as Lansing was turning away. 
Baten fired, and L&Lfiug dapped his hands 
»n his side and said, “ I’m shot.” He 
whirled ar und once, turned back and went 
into his place. 
When Baten shot Lansing 
witness (describing on a diagram) must have 
been between SO and 100 feet away and back 
of (east) Lansieg. Beside witness, right with 
him was witness Graves. 
Cross-examination—Saw a pistol in Baton’s 
baud. Graves had a pistol, but not in his 
hand. Saw him take it out of his pocket 
j after the shooting. The crowd running into 
i the alley was shouting loudly, and was ex­ 
cited. Something went out of Katen’s hand 
| over the fence after the sho >ting. Have said 
I supposed it was a piot' l. Don’t think I 
was more than ten feet from Lansing when 
he was shot. I As marked on the diagram 
: w itness placed himself and Lansing fully 80 
fett apart). After Lansing was shot. Baten 
put his hand and pistol behind hi? back, and 
then took it out again, and iu that time wit* 
j ness dodged behind a post. After Lansing 
; wa« shot there were cries, “ Shoot him.” 
lie-direct—After Lansing was shot some of 
1 the crowd wanted to take Graves’ pistol from 
him as he followed up, to shoot Bateo with, 
ami Graves wouldn't give it t-> them. Graves 
did m-t take his pistol out. He held it in his 
I ci a‘, and his hand on it. 
Becro.-fl examination—Did not mean, in 
the Police Court, that T ran right past Mr. 
Lansing aa he came out of his gate. 
To the Court—W itness again explained the 
diagram, the Com t pointing out on the black­ 
board with a cane. In this explanation he 
said when he entered the alley he went down 
iuto it a few feet, paused, saw Mr. Lansing 
coming out of his gate. Witness then ad­ 
vanced to where Graves stood, about half­ 
way from the corner to Lansing’s gate ; then 
the ehot was fired, and at that time Graves 
and witness were about as far from Lansing 
as from the witness stand to the lobby en­ 
trance to the Court-room (about forty feet). 
Bight after Lansing was shot a gentleman 
near witness ;»nd Graves wanted to borrow 
Graves’ pistol from him. It was after that that 
some rna wanted to take it from him. At this 
point three of the jurors then took hold of the 
wilnet-3 and had him again explain the dia­ 
gram and reform it with chalk on a black­ 
board. Witness did not materially change 
his statements. He described where Graves 
was and where witness was when Lansing 
cama out of his gate ; bow the latter ad­ 
vanced toward Baten, and how Graves and 
witness advanced at about the same rate and 
paused, and how the shot was fired, and that 
Graves and witness were then some forty 
feet (as marked out) from Laming. Witness 
described the pursuit of Batc-n, and how 
many men ran after him after the shooting.

Baten ran 
around the corner, down Fourth street and 
to the alley and into it. Witness followed 
aud once was not fiftem feet behind him. 
Lansing came out of his gate about eighteen 
yards back of Baten. Lansing came out into 
the alley. 
I was right behind him. I 
thought at once if that man turns he will fire 
on the first one he sees. Lansing was in his 
shirt-sleeves. He came out of his gate and 
advanced diagonally into the alley, as if t-> 
head off R *ten. I was not over six yards 
behind. Suddenly Baten fired and Lansing 
cried out, “ I am shot.” After the shot a 
large man came up and tried to draw a pistol. 
I said, “ If you are not going to use that 
pistol give it to me ; I’ll stop that man 
mighty quick.” Just before Baten fired, and 
a* witness concluded some one would be shot 
if Itaten turned, witneFs tried to shield him- 
srif behind a poet. WitBfss had admitted 
th *t he had been drinking that day. He had 
been sick, had lumbago. He had taken 
about three drinks. 
Cross-examination—As he walked up K 
street Livingston and Erickson were ahead 
of witness. Baten must have been in tbe 
saloon on the corar r: the shot came from that 
way. Saw no ecu tile on the walk. When 
Baten shot Lansing he paused first two sec­ 
onds and took deliberate aim. The crowd 
that pursued Baten shouted after him. 
GEORGE A. DYER 
Was next sworn. Am a tinner. I saw Lan­ 
sing shot. I was coining up Third street to 
th* International. At the corner of Third and 
K I met Baten—saw he had a pair of black 
eyes. He passed me and went ahead. As I 
got into the door of the hotel I heard a shot 
and stepped out and pursued Raten. I saw 
the mark of the shot. It was at a point about 
half way between the hotel and tho corner of 
Fourth street. I- was only a few peconds af­ 
ter 1 lost sight of Eaten, who was ahead of 
me some four feet, when Í heard the shot. I 
had not got the hotel door yet closed. I 
turned and saw the tm ;ke and Itaten run­ 
ning. 1 ran upt > Fourth street and followed 
around to tho alley—saw Lansing come out of 
his gate and try to stop Raten ; that is, he 
ran toward him. I was 00 or 70 feet away, 
and no one between me and Lansing. Lan­ 
sing was, I should say, 7 or 8 feet from Raten.

He then 
turned and walked toward Third street, and 
in r. little while began to trot or run. 
CruB3-examination— I slacked upon K street 
and let Raten go by, as I saw bis face heat 
up, and he looked rough and was apparently 
drunk and I didn’t know what might happen, 
and thought best to 1st him go ahead, as I 
was in no hurry.

ir.g up K etreet on that side and toward 
F.mrth. He had a patch over his eye, and 
that attracted ray attention. He came up 
ha’f way to the corner, stopped, turned back 
t >ward the International Hotel and then 
turned and fired at Erickson and Livingston, 
who w*re ahead of him. 
Erickson ran 
across K street northerly, and Raten ran up 
K street after him. He had his pistol in his 
hand. At the corner of Fourth street he 
went toward the alley. He pursued Erick­ 
son pome twenty-five step*. He drew the 
pistol on witness at Fourth and K streets. 
When Raten fired at Erickson the latter was 
doing nothing. 
Cross-examination—Livingston and Raten 
were standing still near the hotel when Raten 
tired. Witness was examined closely as to 
his feeling iu the case, an 1 his bei: g in the 
crowd in front of the city jail the night the 
militia was called out. He saw no scuffle or 
disturbance in the street at the time Raten 
shot, at Erickson. 
Witness did not pursue 
Baton. Several people pursued him ; they 
made considerable noise, shouting, etc. 
MATT. KARCHER, 
Chief of the Police, sworn. Heard of the 
shooting April lOtb. Drove from the police 
station to Third street, between K and L, and 
found Raten in the custody of two persons. 
On Third, between K uud L streets, Peter 
Leonard handed him a pistol [pistol identi­ 
fied ] The pistol was at full cock, and the 
boy called his attention to that fact. He 
tried to uncock it, but couldn’t. 
Two shots 
had been fired from the pistol. One cartridge 
had exploded, the next the pistol had skipped, 
and then the next was exploded. Three un­ 
discharged cartridges were found in the 
cylinder. Took charge of Raten on Third 
street, and got him into a hack by the aid of 
others. 
Baten was ferocious at d fought the 
witness and I i* assistants. He cursed the 
officers, and had to be held down, and that 
was done with ditii :nlty and by holding him 
on the floor of the hack by the throat. He 
appeared to be somewhat under the influence 
of liquor when arrested. 
After getting de­ 
fendant to the station-house, he talked with 
witness and others, and his statement, in 
part, was reduced to writing, lie made the 
statement voluntarily, and no threats or 
promises were held out. Prior to that he 
made a statement to witness, and that is why 
he says why part was taken in writing. AU 
that he stated, when the statement was re­ 
duced to writing, was taken down. 
Recital of witness as to what was i-tated to 
witness, objected to as irrelevant and incom­ 
petent. Overruled. 
Witness resumed—Baten denied having 
shot Lansing, As an excuse for the trouble 
he was iu, he said he had tried to get a war- 
want for some man and that it had been re­ 
fused him. 
Defendant moved to strike out the testi­ 
mony as to the statement. Denied. 
Cross-examination—Baten had b on to wit­ 
ness for a warrant on Sur day. the day before 
the ehootiog of Lansing. He w as not the 
officer to is8ne warrants, and told Baten so. 
Sometimes officers are sent out without war­ 
rants when there are evidences of a bloody 
affray and indications pointing to the neces­ 
sity for an immediate arrest. Baten had his 
eyes blacked, but was not in a condition to 
call for action bv tiie police without a war­ 
rant. Monday Baten was at the station- 
house also. Ha was angry that he could not 
get a warrant and charged arouud about it. 
He thought it strai ge a man couldn't get a 
warrant when he wanted it. Don’t know of 
any coat being taken into the priáon for de­ 
fendant. Defendant, in the hack, did ask 
what they were doing with him. and why he 
was taken. While iu the hack defendant 
seized witness in a delicate part severely and 
would not let go until witness choked him. 
There was a big crowd about Baten when 
witness and his assistants took prisoner and 
put him in the hack. Have seen crowds 
nearly as large when an ordinary fight took 
place. 
OFFICER O. C. JACKSON 
Sworn. Saw Raten the evening of the mur­ 
der ; be was in prison. Ho made a state­ 
ment to witness April 11th. Is was reduced 
to writing. Several were present. He made 
the statement voluntarily. Witness took it 
down word for word iu his presence and reed 
it over to defendant, and he approved it. He 
was composed at the time, sober and of per­ 
fectly sane mind. Neither threat nor prom­ 
ise was held out to him concerning the state­ 
ment. He was asked to sign it, but said he 
could not w'rite. He made hÍ3 mark, and it 
was then witnessed. While the statement 
was being taken questions were asked the de­ 
fendant, but they were not put in it. This 
is tbe statement (identifying). All the sub­ 
stance is there. It was read over to him. I 
took all the time necessary and put down 
everything he wanted. It was written in 
narrative form, and condensed. (Tho state­ 
ment in writing was here offered.] 
Defense objected as irrelevant and imma­ 
terial. Overruled. 
THE STATEMENT 
Was then read. Iu it Baten says he was 
walking on K street, when he saw two meD, 
and one of the men drew a pistol and shot at 
him. He ran to a small street, and the man 
followed and shot at him agaiü. He (Raten) 
then ran to L street, and a policeman knocked 
him down and took three $20 pieces from 
him, and they took him to prison. He said 
ha had no pistol. That the man who shot at 
him was the man he had a difficulty with on 
Sunday. He thought his name was Harri­ 
son (Erickson). He had no pistol. If he 
had, why did uofc the public find it on him. 
If he had had a pistol he wonld have fought. 
He wa> not drunk. He had drank some 
beer. He never drinks liquor. He was born 
in Irkutsk, Siberia, and is 44 years old. His 
father and mother are dead. 
p. brannioan 
Sworn. He described the arrest of Itaten on 
L street, in which the witness took a part. 
Baten fell near the corner of Third and L 
streets, and witness fell also. Then when 
they got up he pursued defendant up I* street, 
where he caught hold of him ar.d knocked 
him dewn. A man named Stevens had hold 
of defendant on L street wheu witness got 
to him. Raten fell as he got out of the allej' 
on to the sidewalk on Third street. Thought 
defendant lost his pistol when he fell. 
Cross-examination—From the time Raten 
came out of the alley till he got to L street, 
witness had his eyes on him, and he saw no 
pistol in his hand, and witness did cot see 
him throw away a pistol. He might have 
thrown one away. 
Re-direct examination—Before witness fell 
some man told him to look out, that the de­ 
fendant had a pistol, and two men separately 
held him or pulled him back from the pur­ 
suit, and told him to look out for himself. 
He replied, “ Let me go. I know what I 
am doing.” 
M. M’ELAHEY 
Sworn. Knew James Lansing. Remember 
his death. That day witness was at work at 
his forge in the blacksmith shop, southwest 
corner of the alley and Fourth street. lie 
heard a noLe. Saw defendant with a long 
coat on and his hand by his side, on Fourth 
street. He had a screen over his eyes. The 
crowd cried, “ Stop him.” I looked at him 
and he looked at me. as much as to say “mind 
your own business,” and I did. Defendant 
went into the alley. Saw Lansing then come 
out of hi* gate. Saw Baten Bhoot him. Lan­ 
sing put his band on his side and retreated. 
Raten faced the crowd with the pistol iu his 
hand, and the crowd ran back to Fourth 
street. Then Baten turned and walked up 
to Third street, and presently went faster. 
Rateu looked as if he was excited. 
The shirt and vest cf deceased, worn by 
him when he was siot, the pistol found by 
Leonard, and the bullet taken from the body 
of Lansing, were here offered in evidence. 
ANDREW ERICKSON 
Swoin: Am a machinist. Know Simon 
IUteu. Kuew him some four or tiva months 
before LaHsing was shot. That day on K 
street, no ir the International Hotel, Baton 
drew a pistol, leveled it at me and find, I 
jumped and ran over K street and up Fourth 
street. I was in company with Livingston 
and Howell. We three were walking on the 
south side of K street and going south. We 
were nearly opposite tho main entrance of 
the hotel, and facing Fourth street, when 
Raten fired. I did not see him till he drew 
to fire. None of us saw him, I think. 1 did 
not until he drew and fired. 
Cross examination—I worked at the rail­ 
road shops. I have been discharged. Sup­ 
pose because of this trouble. I used to see 
Raten in tho copper shops and sometimes 
outside. Never called Raten a Chinaman 
before the Bhooting. 
Have since said 
he looks like one. Sunday before the shoot­ 
ing he cune to 
the 
Helvetia Hotel 
anil wanted me to go walking with him. It 
was raining and I refused. Then he called 
me names. I got up and hit him. Probably 
then I called him names. The blow stag­ 
gered him. I was going for him again but 
they stopped me. I was excited. I did not 
knock him through the window. He stag­ 
gered into it. On the sidewalk he rushed for 
me and I knocked him down. I struck him 
three times. No one took a hand in the 
trouble with me. Monday I went down on 
K streot about 4 P. H. Left the Helvetia 
about .2:30. Howell and I went on K street 
and walked for a pastime, and we met Liv­ 
ingston. ^ We rested at the International and 
talked nine, ten or fifteen minutes. Then we 
three, side by side, walked up K utreet and 
met Raten, and then he shot He followed 
me till I crossed the street. J don’t know 
where he went. I ran up Fourth street to a 
place where there is a bulletin board. Raten 
pulled his hand out of his coat pocket and 
had his pistol in it when it came out. I had 
no pistol that day ; am . not in the habit of 
carrying one only when I travel in a desolate 
or strange place. I lave a pistol at home. 
There was no scud! - on K ?frect just before 
Riten fired. I had been told at the Helvetia 
that Raten was trying to get a warrant fcr 
me, and I heard he was looking for me to 
Bhoot me. Told a R e c o r d U nion represent­ 
ative that X stayed In my hotel from noon to 
4 2. 
to ayoid Raten ; didn’t tpll him I had 
staid there all day. 
Ite-direct—I hit Raten on Bunday became 
he was about to bit me. When he rushed 
for me I had steppe I out to go to my room, 
which is not at the hotel where I board. 
JOSEPH SOLTO, 
A boy, sworn. Remember the nay M». Lan­ 
sing was shot. Know Peter Leonard; ran 
with him along L etreet to Third; saw him 
pick up a pistol nearly opposite the shoe shop, 
near L street; it was iu the gutter. He tried 
tc uncock it. and couldn’t : it was ?t2 caliber. 
The reople here Ftsíed tüe prosecution. 
THE DEFENSE. 
At 3:55 P. M. Elwood Bruner, attorney for 
defendant, opened the case for the defense to 
the jury. He would ehow that Baten’s un­ 
fortunate and remarkable resemblance to a 
race most unpopular, had had a strange effect 
upon him ; that ErickBon and Raten had 
a quarrel and the latter was severely beaten 
by tne former; that he was badly injured in 


the fight ; that he tried to get a warrant out 
for Erickson’s arrest, and could not; that his 
injuries were bo severe that one of his eyes 
whs closed and the other nearly so, and he 
had to get a shade for his eyes ; that warrants 
were refused defendant, justice denied him, 
and lie then met Erickson and the shooting 
took place and the killing of Lansing fol­ 
lowed ; that he never iutended .to kill Lan­ 
sing ; that on the night of the homicide he 
was in a state of mind that made him irre 
sponsible, and that he actually fell in a ti: in 
his ceil and was unconscious for a time, and 
that it was all because cf the injuries he had 
received. 
LOUIS EBERT 
Was then sworn for defense. He is a painter. 
Sunday, April 9.h, ho saw Erickson aud 
Baten at the Helvetia Hotel. Erickson was 
hitting Rsten, and the Utter was retreating 
all the time, llaten was hurt. I saw him 
afterward washing his fac*. Didn’c kuow 
what was the start cf the difficulty between 
them. 
John II. Miller sworn. Am city editor of 
the B ecord-U nion. (’ailed on defendant in 
his *e!l on the night cf his arrest. He made 
a statement to me, and I saw his couduct in 
the cell. The account given of it in the 
B ecord-U nion next day is the one now 
shown me, and is a correct account. I went 
into his cell with an officer. I found Baten 
sitting on his cot with a cup of water in his 
hand. He af-ked what was wanted of him, 
aud why he was there. He seemed to be in 
a state of great excitement, and seemed to 
think he was locked up for something of 
which he was not guilty. 
He spoke in a 
broken aud strange sort of way. ^ While I 
was there he fell on tbe flo^r in a kind of fit. 
After that he gave me a short sketch of his 
life. His face was in a badly demoralized 
condition. 
Cross-examination—It was at night, three 
or four hours after the murder. He de­ 
manded to know what we came to his cell 
for. He afterward said ho did not do the 
shooting. Can’t say if the fit he bad was 
real or uot. The fit was only momentary. 
Bight after it he gave me a sketch of his life, 
and told of his trouble with Erickson. 
He 
denied having had a pistol, and said if he had 
one, “ Why did not they find it on my 
person ?” 
At 1:20 the Court adjourned to 10 A. M. to­ 
day. Baten yesterday gave more attention 
to the trial, and showed an appreciation of 
his situation.

XEW MEXICO. 
The Indian Cam paign — Forsythe Inter­ 
view ed. 
Lordsburg, May lP h .—General Forsythe, 
who recently returned to his present head­ 
quarters at Separ station, paid a brief visit to 
Lordsburg aud Shakespeare last evening, and 
was duly interviewed by a representative of 
the Associated Press. The General gave a 
lucid and interesting account of his late vig­ 
orous pursuit of the Indians from Stein’s 
Peak down into Mexico, having followed the 
trail 110 miles over the border. He states 
that his reception by Colonel Garcia, after 
the latter’s engagement with and defeat of 
the hostiles, was extremely courteous. Garcia 
politely informed him that it was necessary 
for him (Forsythe) to return to his own ceun- 
try; that the Indians had been encountered 
and defeated by tbe Mexican troops, and that 
if he persisted in trespassing further upon 
Mexican soil it would be his (Garcia’s) duty 
to oppose him. 
General Forsythe accom­ 
panied Colonel Garc id to the battle-field, and 
counted seventy-eight “ good Indians.” He 
also inter viewed a daughter of Lee?, who in­ 
formed him that thirteen Indiaus had been 
killed in the fight at Stein’s Peak with For­ 
syth»*. 
The latter had only claimed two 
killed. Forsythe states that but thirty or 
forty bucks are believed to have es­ 
caped with Loco from the encounter 
with Garcia. He inclines to tho belief that 
Garcia would uot retain the thirty-three 
prisoners he has captured, but that they 
would be duly passed into the “ happy hunt­ 
ing grounds.” General Forsythe states fur­ 
ther that the published reports of his opera­ 
tions about Stein’s Peak, as given to the press 
at the time, were calculated to do him serious 
injustice. From his explanation of the affair, 
it is evident that he was largely misled by 
false information given him by various par­ 
ties as to the whereabouts of the hostiles and 
tbe location of the water supply. As For­ 
sythe was a perfect stranger in the country, 
and largely depended upon such outside in­ 
formation as was conveyed to him by citi­ 
zens, he of course labored under a great 
disadvantage, and it is but justice to him to 
state that hia failure to capture Loco and his 
band in the Stein Peak range was more due 
to the causes named than to any lack of effort 
on the part of either himself or his officers 
and troops.

Crop Prospect*. 
P o r tla n d , May 11th.—The Oregonian to­ 
morrow will publish reports of growing crops 
from every county in Oregon and Washing­ 
ton Territory that raises grain. The reports 
were made up after a careful investigation of 
a week among the farmers. All the counties 
in Willamette valley, except Linn, have an 
acreage of from five to ten per cent, over last 
year, and fall sown wheat looks as well as at 
the samo time last year. Iu the west side 
counties it is even better, much of it being 
twelve to fourteen inches high, and of a 
bright color. The light rains of the past ten 
days have somewhat retarded spring seeding, 
but with anything like favorable weather 
from this time forward, a crop equal to last 
year may be expected. In Linn county the 
acreage is about twenty per cent, less than 
last year. In the region lying east of the 
Cascade mountains, embracing the line c>f the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, Palouse, Clear­ 
water,

and Baker counties in Oregon, the increased 
acreago ever last year in wheat is from 40 to 
45 per cent., aud in flax seed about 25 per 
cent. This estimate is based upon the obser­ 
vations of agents of the transportation lines, 
grain dealers, millers and farmers at every 
shipping point in tbe region referred to. The 
season thus far has been the most favorable 
for years, and full crops are certain. It íb 
worthy of remark that a failure in the wheat 
crop of eastern Oregon and Washington was 
never known, and iu one year oniy was there 
a light yitla. 
The surplus of the valley 
wheat in 1881 was 210,000 tons. The esti­ 
mate this year is 230,000 tons. Eastern Ore­

^Occasional Correspondence of the Kkcord-Ukiok.1 
E lko, Nev., May 8, 1S82. 
A personal observation of several of the 
counties of northern Nevada recently made 
has convinced me that the State is not at 
present in a very flourishing condition. 
It 
is useless now to discuss the accuracy of 
any of the numerous causes assigned for the 
apparent decay. 
The principal cause, how­ 
ever, is indisputable. 
The mines all over 
the State have failed for several years to 
yield in accordance with the expectations 
based upon former productions. 
This par­ 
tial failure has carried with it a corre 
sponding depreciation of values, and a 
withdrawal of all kinds of iacidental busi­ 
ness no longer necessary to sustain the 
former mining activity. 


ECRKKA 
Possibly may be considered an exception to 
the general statement that none of the 
mmeral districts of Eastern Nevada have 
fulfilled the magnificent anticipations of 
their discoverers. 
Not that they are abso 
lute failures, or likely to become such, 
Austin, 
Unionville, 
Paradise, 
Lewis, 
Cherry Creek and 1’ioche still retain a con­ 
siderable mining population, hopeful and 
industrious, and the time may soon come 
when a mineral resurrection may restore 
the old-time cheerfulness. 
In Elko county 
Tuscarora is not the bustling town of five 
years ago, but it is still considered a good 
camp, and liable to speedily become a 
better one. 
But we look in vain for the 
once flourishing Mountain City, Cornuco­ 
pia, Mineral Hill, Sprucemont and Buel, 
which predicted great things ten years 
ago ; and even Bullion City, in Railroad 
district, is still a plant of slow growth. 
The slow, steady tide of emigration to­ 
ward the north, east, and south, shows a 
lack of faith in any immediate revival of 
business activity. 
This constant drain of 
population, of course, carries with it a 
corresponding injury to the teaming, mer­ 
cantile and agricultural iutcrests, destroy­ 
ing the demand, and causing a general 
spirit of unrest and uncertainty. 
These 
northern counties of Hnmboldt and Elko 
have particularly suffered from this cause. 
Three years ago 


THE EMIGRATION 
Prom Nevada set strongly toward Wash­ 
ington T erritory; two years ago toward 
Arizona and Colorado : last year toward 
Wood River and Mexico; and thiB spring 
Idaho and Montana are recruiting from 
Northern 
Nevada 
particularly, Wood 
River, Butte City and the Yellowstone 
being the favorites. I find this true among 
the resident population here, and expressed 
by the large number of passengers on the 
railroad northward bound. 
First impres­ 
sions formed along the line of the Hum­ 
boldt river are generally unfavorable to the 
country. 
The scenery is not inviting. 
Dusty, sagebrush plains, backed by black, 
frowning mountains, are not attractive. 
The stranger recalls the tales of the ’49;rs, 
closes his window w ith a jerk, and loses his 
cariosity in something more entertaining 
than rocks and 'artem isia. This continues 
most of the year. 
Sagebrush may have a 
lively green for a couple of months, but the 
spring is late and Bhort. 
In fact, it can be 
said to scarcely exist at all. 
W inter 
jumps suddenly into summer ; storms and 
chilly winds are speedily succeeded by ex­ 
cessive beat. 
In June the hills are bright 
with flowers, and the river banks green 
with willow-s. 
In September all is brown 
again, hot and dusty. 
In the western por­ 
tion of the State, about Reno and Carson, 
the summer comes earlier and stays longer ; 
but as far east as Elko county frosts are 
not unfrequent even in August, though 
seldom doing much damage for a month 
later. 
This spring the season is over 


A MONTH BEHIND TIME, 
And can hardly be said to have yet put in 
an appearance anywhere in Nevada. Snow 
at this date still marks the line along the 
mountain ranges of the Humboldt, but the 
main valley is dry, and occasionally dnsty. 
But hidden aw-ay behind those gloomy 
mountains in the distance there are hun­ 
dreds of fertile valleys undreamed of by 
the stranger. 
Paradise and Quin lliver, in 
Hnmboldt, and Ruby, Lamoille, Clover 
and Independence, in Elko connty, are dot­ 
ted with the homes of farmers whose isola­ 
tion has been compensated by gradual 
prosperity, evidenced by improvements that 
would do credit to any country ; supported 
by home markets in adjacent mining towns, 
and the increase of sheep, horses, hogs 
and cattle. 
If some of these anxions emi­ 
grants from the East who load the cars 
and tramp the ties could be persuaded 
that anyone along the line of the railroad 
coaid possibly speak the troth, perhaps 
more of them would find these valleys 
and go to 
work 
at 
§25 
or 
§35 
per 
month. 
A 
good 
workman 
can 
get these wages at this season of the year. 
But agriculturists here are mainly depend­ 
ent on home labor. 
A man bound for 
California usually goes to San Francisco 
and fares worse ; the old settler stays on 
his ranch and raises barley. 
This business 
was, however, overdone last year. 
Too 
many confined themselves to barley alone. 
The demand fell off, the prices fell down, 
and a general growl followed. 
Now they 
have commenced plowing for the crop of 
1882, and some have grown wiser and de­ 
termined to add a little wheat to the grist. 
Eureka has been the usual market fc. bar­ 
ley raised in Elko, but the price has b o de­ 
preciated that some was even shipped to 
California last winter. 
This was excep­ 
tional, and not likely to occur often. 


ONE OF THE LEADING INTERESTS 
Of eastern Nevada is stock-raising. 
Occa­ 
sionally a disappointed and disgusted miner 
is heard to declare that in his opinion that 
is all this country is good for. 
These roll­ 
ing, graiBy hills are natural and immense 
pastures. 
Thousands of cattle aro annu­ 
ally driven to Wyoming Territory, and 
shipments frequently made to San Fran­ 
cisco and Chicago. 
England’s roast beef 
is largely fattened on Nevada's table-lands. 
California capitalists have found consider­ 
able use for their money in this business, 
Many industries are subordinated to this 
interest. 
Many old issues aud antago­ 
nisms, fought over and settled long ago in 
California, have been, and to some extent 
still are, live questions in Nevada—the 
rights of settlers and of land monopolists ; 
Water privileges; fence 
or 
no 
fence. 
Such questions as these have more or 
less, 
at different times, agitated 
the 
people, and made or unmade parties and 
politicians. 
Theso issues are gradually 
settling themselves satisfactorily by the 
settlers allowing the stockowners' cattle to 
tear their hides into rags against barb-wire 
fences, or by the settlers themselves be­ 
coming stockowners in s smaller way. 
Necessity as well as inclination compelled 
this course. 
As a general rule the stock 
interest has been more successful in the 
Legislature and in the Courts than the op­ 
position. 
Its energies were better concen­ 
trated, strong in the power which wealth 
gives over many employes widely dispersed 
and personally indifferent, and over inter­ 
ests and affairs remotely or indirectly in­ 
terested. 
Sach an inlluence must always 
possess a financial and political power even 
within a State as distinctively classed as 
mineral as this. 
More than once, united 
to the other 


DISCONTENTED ELEMENTS, 
It has materially assisted to change the 
political complexion of the State. 
The de­ 
feat of Tritle in 1870, of Dr. Hazlett in 
1874, and the election of Governor Brad­ 
ley, was not due to any change of political 
sentiment. 
A community of interest and 
strength of personal association between 
Republican and Democratic land claimants 
and cattle owners, had more to do with it 
than popularly supposed. 
When these 
political interests have combined the other 
way, as in some more recent Senatorial 
elections they were, of course, invincible. 
During the past year stock men have been 
unfortunate. 
The winter was long and 
severe. 
The thermometer at 
Halleck 
went down to thirty degrees below zero 
and tho snows were deeper than for 
many years. 
Cattle were starved and 
frozen by the thousand. 
Estimates of 
losses are generally above the mark es­ 
pecially just before the Assessor is ’ex­ 
pected ; but reasonable men acquainted 
with the country estimate the loss in F.lko 
county at irom 25 to 40 per cent. 
From 
Battle Mountain eastward and northward 
the severity of the winter proved the most 
disastrous, and especially about iUUeck 
Wells, Mary’s river, and the Bruneau. The 
name of Nevada was misapplied to this 
State. 
It is usually not an exceedingly 
snowy region. 
Bring from 3 000 feet above 
the sea, to 10,000 feet in its higher peaks, 
it is cold, dry and healthy ; but more snow 
falls in any Eastern State in the same lati­ 
tude than here. 


THE SIERRA NEVADAjp.ANGE 
Walla out and drains the damp California 
winds of most of their moisture before they 
reach the dry basin of the interior. South­ 


ern Nevada, in fact, is sensibly affected by 
the dry and rainy seasons of Arizona and 
Mexico. 
Humboldt and Elko counties re­ 
ceive more than the average rain and snow­ 
fall. 
They are affected by the moist winds 
of the Columbia river that break through 
the Cascade Range at the Dalles, wet with 
Oregon mistB and the Chinooks of W ash- 
ington Territory. 
Tnunder-storms 
and 
snows are more frequent in the northern 
portion of these two counties than else­ 
where, the streams are larger, the grass more 
luxuriant, and wild fruits are abundant. 
Here, too, in the Bruneau mountains, : s 
the 
largest and 
finest body of 
pine 
and snruce timber iu the State. 
This 
range is the sportsman's paradise in the fal', 
for anything, from a trout iu the river to a 
bear in the brush. 
-lust now the inclina­ 
tions of its neighboring residents naturally 
turn to satisfying their bodily appetites 
with the first run of salmon. 
Thus strik­ 
ing a balance sheet, these three leading in­ 
terests of the State, locally considered, 
have 
materially equalized 
the general 
losses and profits. 
It leaves these two 
northern counties with a reduced county 
debt, substantial public buildings, schools ; 
and churches, good roads, a reduced rate 
of taxation with an average assessment, I 
and a reasonable prospect of a permanent 
future, available, at least, to the numerous 
children now growing up within them.
